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INTRODUCTION 


In  this  our  ninth  mail-bid  sale  we  are  offering  for  your  collecting  pleasure  'the  infinite  variety'  of 
numismatic  literature,  much  of  which  we  hope  you  find  to  be  intriguing,  fascinating. 

We  are  fortunate  to  offer  the  first  part  of  duplicate  nineteenth  century  numismatic  auction  catalogues  from 
the  holdings  of  JOHN  W.  ADAMS.  More  of  the  catalogues  from  his  holdings  will  be  offered  in  our  next  few 
sales.  These  offerings  follow  George  Kolbe’s  historic  sale  of  JOHN  AD  AM  S’ numismatic  literature  which 
generally  dealt  with  copper  coinage. 

John,  in  addition  to  his  being  a  renowned  collector  and  scholar  of  early  American  copper  coinage,  is  also  one 
of  numismatic  literature’s  great  scholars  as  witnessed  by  his  being  one  of  the  first  winners  of  the 
Numismatic  Bibliomania  Society’s  ARMAND  CHAMPA  AWARD  FOR  EXCELLENCE  IN  THE  FIELD  OF 
NUMISMATIC  LITERATURE.  John’s  contributions  have  included  the  new  introduction  and  supplementary 
rarity  and  pricing  guide  which  appeared  in  the  1976  Quarterman  reprint  of  E.J.  Attinelli’s  1876 
NUMISGRAPHICS,  titled  A  BIBLIOGRAPHY  OF  AMERICAN  NUMISMATIC  AUCTION  CATALOGUES  1828-1875 
Released  in  1982,  his  reference  UNITED  STATES  NUMISMATIC  LITERATURE,  VOLUME  I:  NINETEENTH 
CENTURY  AUCTION  CATALOGS,  has  become  the  definitive  reference  for  the  field.  No  one  is  more 
responsible  than  John  for  the  significant  increase  of  interest  in  and  collecting  of  early  American  numismatic 
auction  catalogues.

From  the  Holdings  of  JOHN  W.  ADAMS 


The  following  offering  of  early  American  auction  catalogues  is  quite  special.  Remy  Bourne,  the  prominent 
researcher  and  collector  of  numismatic  literature,  points  out  that  most  collectors  today  probably  do  not 
realize  that  there  no  longer  are  any  major  hoards  of  the  early  catalogues  resting  in  anyone’s  holdings.  The 
legendary  Wylie  Hoard  was  largely  dispersed  in  the  70’s  through  the  historic  sales  by  Frank  and  Laurese 
Katen.  Also  most  of  the  other  remaining  hoards  having  long  been  disseminated.  The  few  truly  advanced, 
active  collectors  of  early  auction  sales  have  been  periodically  thinning  out  their  holdings,  selling  their 
duplicates  for  a  variety  of  reasons.  Thus  while  many  collectors  still  continue  to  see  R-7  pre-  1876  or 
'Attinelli'  catalogues  (under  13  knownjlisted  for  sale,  or  runs  of  Frossard  or  Woodward  sales  bringing 
modest  prices,  they  falsely  assume  that  the  supply  remains  strong  and  that  prices  will  continue  to  remain 
relatively  restrained. 

In  fact,  the  prices  brought  by  the  early  catalogues  in  our  seventh  and  eighth  sales  were  quite  strong,  eagerly 
pursued,  with  many  bringing  record  prices.  The  bidding  could  have  been  described  as  enthusiastic  to 
feverish.  Generally  the  successful  bidders  were  researchers  and  advanced  collectors  who  realize  that  the 
opportunity  to  obtain  these  sales,  in  any  condition,  is  rare.  However,  increasing  numbers  of  collectors  have 
begun  to  acquire  these  scarce  examples  of  American  numismatic  history.  Or  to  paraphrase  -  'Gather  ye 
Woodwards  while  ye  may'. 

With  this  in  mind,  we  are  pleased  to  announce  that  in  our  next  three  mail  bid  sales,  we  will  be  also  be 
offering  a  large  number  of  nineteenth  century  numismatic  auction  catalogues  from  John  Adams’  holdings  and 
from  the  holdings  of  other  prominent  collectors.  These  may  be  the  last  opportunities  to  obtain  many  of 
these  sales  as  collectors  tend  not  to  sell  these  examples  of  early  Numismatica  Americana.  We  really  believe 
that  these  early  catalogues  are  of  extraordinary  value  for  their  research  use,  for  their  historical 
importance,  and  for  their  collectibility.  More  importantly ,  collecting  these  early  catalogues  is  also  great  fun 
and  a  worthwhile  challenge. 

How  many  of  you  have  never  owned  a  single  Edward  Cogan,  or  Strobridge,  or  Woodward  catalogue?  For  a 
fraction  of  the  price  of  collectible  early  American  coins,  the  collector  can  possess  rare  and  important 
examples  of  printed  material  from  the  earliest  days  of  American  numismatics.  One  can  obtain  sales  of  the 
classic  collectors  in  American  numismatics:  Jenks,  Mickley,  Crosby,  and  Cohen,  for  example.  For  most  of 
these  early  sales  no  more  than  200  copies  were  produced.  How  many  can  still  exist?  How  many  are 
available?  How  many  serviceable  copies  still  exist?  Or  as  Remy  Bourne  mentioned  to  me,  'Don’t  be  put  off 
by  a  catalogue  being  described  as  ’a  research  copy’.  It  may  be  the  finest  one  known."  As  such,  there  is 
probably  no  aspect  of  numismatic  literature  where  a  collector  can  find  such  early,  important,  and  scarce 
material  that  is  so  affordable.  So  enjoy  and  good  hunting. 

Concerning  the  condition  of  the  sales,  being  most  detailed  in  their  description  would  require  a  separate 
'condition' catalogue  as  the  quality  of  these  catalogues  was  not  of  the  highest  in  the  first  place.  Generally 
the  covers  were  of  much  lower  quality  than  the  contents  as  it  was  anticipated  that  any  serious  numismatist 
would  have  his  catalogues  rebound  in  leather.  Obviously ,  all  serious  defects  or  unusual  appearance  will  be 
noted.  However,  chipping  of  the  oversized  paper  covers  and  the  usual  aging  or  wear  will  not.  In  general, 
these  are  in  'good  antiquarian  condition',  a  non-specific  description  we  once  heard  which  seems  applicable 
here. 


A  PLATED  COPY  OF  HENRY  CHAPM  AN’S  JOHN  STORY  JENKS  SALE 

We  like  to  begin  our  sales  with  an  important  example  of  American  numismatic  literature.  For  our  ninth  sale, 
we  begin  with  one  of  the  most  famous  and  important  sales  in  American  numismatic  history.

C-S  7997  Adams ,  A+  -  Henry  Chapman  s  magnum  opus:  Superb  coins  of  the  world  plus  U.S.,  all  series  expertly 
described  Adams  awarded  the  sale  an  "A'  rating  In  14  different  categories  !  For  those  who  are  impressed  with  the 
statistics  surrounding  the  catalogue,  it  is  12  1/2  by  10/12  Inches  and  more  than  2  inches  thick;  the  42  plates  Illustrate 
1412  coins,  and  a  plated  copy  weighs  more  than  6  pounds  The  sale  brought  161,379.46,  then  the  largest  grossing  sale  in 
American  numismatic  history 

Jenks  who  was  born  in  1839  began  collecting  in  1850  following  his  mother  s  giving  him  a  George  II  half  penny  which 
she  nad  received  in  change.  In  the  Foreword  to  the  sale,  it  is  mentioned  that  Jenks  made  his  purchases  from  the  Chapmans 
exclusive  y  from  l<f75  onward.  He  was  always  alert  to  improve  the  condition  of  his  coins,  and  when  a  finer  example  was 
J  tainable,  the  other  was  discarded,  hence  the  high  grade  of  nearly  every  coin  in  the  collection." 
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k<  khTu!  catal°9u®  begins  with  over  500  lots  of  impressive  ancient  Greek  and  Roman  coinage  in  all  metals  Two  particular 
highlights  were  a  dekadrachm  of  Simon  and  a  magnificent  aureus  of  Caesar,  Pontlfex  Maximus.  The  ancients  were  followed  bv 
an  extensive,  extraordinary  collection  of  medieval  and  modern  world  coinage  in  all  metals.  Because  of  the  superior 
quality  and  quantity  of  these  offerings,  and  the  excellence  of  the  cataloguing,  the  sale  catalogue  was  widely  used  for 
many  years  as  the  best  overall  numismatic  reference  in  this  country. 

Because  this  sale  offered  such  an  extensive  and  unparallelled  collection  of  world  coinage,  many  collectors  tend  to 
overlook  the  superb  U.S.  coinage  in  the  sale.  Highlights  include  150  lots  of  superb  colonials,  140  lots  of  excellent 
patterns  with  a  1792  silver  center  cent  and  a  1792  Birch  cent.  Also  included  were  135  lots  of  attributed  large  cents; 
superb  half  cents  with  both  varieties  of  the  1796  and  10  original  and  5  restrike  proofs.  Overall  the  catalogue  offered 
superior  coinage  in  all  metals  and  in  all  series,  proof  sets  from  1856,  and  private  and  territorial  gold.  Incidentally 
Jenks  presented  the  last  lot  in  the  sale,  one  of  his  fireproof  safes  with  a  coin  cabinet  inside,  to  Henry  Chapman. 

Even  unplated  copies  of  the  catalogue  are  constantly  in  demand.  However,  a  copy  of  the  Jenks  sale  with  the  original 
42  plates  is  decidedly  rare.  Apparently,  Henry  Chapman  only  sold  60  of  the  plated  catalogues.  Also,  apparently,  all  of 
the  original  sets  of  the  Jenks  plates  were  Issued  bound  into  to  the  catalogues;  we  are  unaware  of  any  original  sets  of 
plates  which  were  issued  separately.  In  John  Ford's  August  1950  article  in  THE  NUMISMATIST  about  the  rarity  of  large 
format,  plated  Chapman  catalogues,  he  assigned  the  plated  Jenks  sale  the  highest  rarity  rating  of  R-6,  fewer  than  20 
known.  However,  it  is  generally  accepted  that  as  many  as  40  plated  copies  may  be  extant.  Unfortunately,  "only  a  small 
number  have  survived  in  a  reasonably  well-preserved  state."  (Kolbe,  Sale  XL I I I .  p.  64)  For  example,  the  copy  which  is  in 
Pittsburgh  s  Carnegie  Museum  Library  is  in  need  of  attention. 

Regardless,  in  the  last  15  years,  plated  Jenks  sales  have  rarely  come  to  the  marketplace.  Following  a  1975  offering 
in  Henry  Christensen  s  sale  of  the  John  Willem  library,  the  next  offering  was  in  George  Kolbe' s  historic  1980  Champa-Lee 
sale.  In  the  last  decade,  approximately  5  other  copies  have  come  to  auction,  all  of  them  we  believe  through  Mr.  Kolbe  s 
sales . 


Although  reprinted  sets  of  the  plates  in  halftones  have  been  issued,  they  are  merely  satisfactory  at  best  when 
compared  to  the  superb  original  plates  which  were  photographic  prints  made  from  glass  slides.  Some  sets  of  reprint  plates 
have  been  made  by  photographing  the  original  plates,  but  they  are  glossy,  not  matte-like  like  the  originals. 

There  are  few  numismatic  auction  catalogues  which  can  be  considered  to  be  centerpieces  of  outstanding  libraries  of 
numismatic  literature.  Few,  if  any,  have  the  stature  which  a  plated  Jenks  sale  offers:  a  combination  of  historical  and 
numismatic  Importance,  superior  presentation,  rarity,  sustained  demand,  and  a  classic  reputation  which  can  only  be  built 
over  time.  In  fact,  the  Jenks  sale  is  arguably  the  most  famous  American  coin  auction  ever  held.  That  this  particular 
copy  is  from  the  John  Adams  library  further  adds  to  its  standing. 


PRE-1876  OR  'ATTINELLI'  SALES 

The  catalogues  listed  in  this  section  are  those  which  have  become  known  as  'Attinelli'  sales,  those  which  are 
listed  in  Attinelli’s  NUMISGRAPHICS  covering  sales  from  1828  through  1875.  Other  'Attinelli'  sales  are 
listed  in  succeeding  sections  alphabetically  according  to  their  cataloguer.  The  sales  listed  here  were 
conducted  by  various  cataloguers.  Of  special  note  is  the  inclusion  of  various  separate,  individual  addenda  to 
some  early  sales.  These  addenda  tend  to  be  extremely  scarce  and  are  quite  sought  after  by  collectors. 

BANGS  stayed  in  business  for  66  years,  longer  than  any  other  auction  house  in  New  York.  In  1837  Lemuel 
Bangs  entered  the  auction  business  with  James  Cooley  naming  the  firm  'Cooley  &  Bangs'.  As  time  passed, 
various  partners  came  and  went  with  Bangs  remaining  the  principal  partner.  In  1851,  with  Lemuel’s  brother 
Nathan  joining  the  firm,  the  name  was  changed  to  Bangs,  Brother  &  Co.  In  1858  after  Lemuel’s  retirement 
and  Nathan’s  death,  Andrew  Merwin  with  Lemuel’s  brother  and  son  (Elijah  and  Nathan)  formed  a  new  firm 
Bangs,  Merwin,  &  Co.  The  firm  conducted  auctions  until  1876  when  Nathan  retired.  Elijah  and  his  son, 
William  formed  a  partnership  with  Merwin  remaining  as  the  auctioneer  naming  the  firm  Bangs  &  Co.  In  1883, 
with  both  of  the  Bangs  retiring,  Fletcher  Harper  Bangs,  Lemuel’s  son  took  over  the  firm  until  it  ceased 
operation  in  1903. 

2.  Bangs,  Merwin  &  Co.  WM.  LEGGETT  BRAMHALL,  Esq..  May  4-5,  1859.  31  pp.  595  lots.  The  covers 

slightly  soiled  with  minor  splitting  at  backstrip,  contents  clean  and  Fine.  (35.00) 

Adams/Attinelll ,  R-6.  Bramhall  joined  the  American  Numismatic  Society  at  its  first  semi-annual  meeting,  later 
serving  briefly  as  Curator  of  the  American  Numismatic  Society.  During  the  Civil  War,  he  served  with  distinction  as  a 
captain  of  volunteers  where  he  suffered  severe  wounds  eventually  being  promoted  to  colonel  for  "gallant  and  meritorious 
service."  (Adelson,  The  American  Numismatic  Society  1858-1958,  p.  22.) 

"This  is  undoubtedly  the  most  complete  collection  of  American  coins  and  tokens  ever  offered  at  public  sale  in  this 
city."  (f  torn  the  title  page).  Contents;  VF  (which  was  probably  unc)  1793  chain  and  1804  large  cents  Presidential  and 
political  tokens.  Also  offered  was  BRAMHALL  S  MANUAL  OF  NUMISMATICS  published  in  1859.  Colonials;  1786  Verraonts  Res 
Publica,  17  attributed  (Dlckeson  numbers)  Conn,  coppers)  CountersTamped  1794  dollar.  Excellent  1795  -  1799  U.S.  silver 
coinage.

Ever  Offered  for  Sale  in  this  Country ,  Containing  over  600  Specimens  Mostly  in  fine  Condition.  February 
28-29,1860.  34  pp.  825  lots.  Ills.  (25.00) 

Adams,  B,  "Exceptional  U.S.  storecards,  in  many  respects  definitive."  Adams/Attinelli ,  R-6.  Groh,  a  founder  of  the 
New  fork  Numismatic  Society,  ‘probably  has  the  largest  collection  in  the  country  of  what  are  generally  termed

JOHN  W.  HASELTINE  was  an  expert  in  colonial  and  Confederate  currency,  early  silver  coinage,  and  mint 
patterns.  His  numismatic  contributions  were  manifold:  uncovering  the  Nova  Constellatio  1000  and  500  mill 
pieces,  discovering  the  1861  Confederate  cent  dies,  authoring  the  venerable  Haseltine  Type  Table,  and  in 
1883  conducting  both  the  important  Harold  Newlin  sale  and  the  legendary  sale  of  Sylvester  Crosby’s 
colonials.

EBENEZER  LOCKE  MASON  was  among  the  earliest  of  the  American  coin  dealers.  Although  his  numismatic 
career  began  early  in  the  1860s,  he  never  really  achieved  consistent  or  long  term  success  which  forced  him 
periodically  to  leave  the  business.  His  sale  of  the  Fewsmith  cabinet  of  patterns  in  1870  has  generally 
considered  to  be  the  high  point  of  his  career.  Also,  Mason  was  one  of  the  first  numismatists  to  venture 
seriously  into  numismatic  periodicals  beginning  in  1867  with  MASON’S  COIN  AND  ST  AMP  COLLECTORS

THE  MERWIN-CLAYTON  Sales  Company  of  New  York  City  filled  the  void  left  by  Bangs  &  Co.  which  ceased 
operating  in  1903.  The  firm  was  founded  in  August  1904  by  Major  Emory  Turner  with  Andrew  Merwin  as 
President  and  George  H.  Clayton  as  Vice-President.  Merwin  and  Clayton  were  previously  with  Bangs  &  Co. 
until  it  closed.  As  the  firm  needed  more  capital,  others  were  soon  brought  into  the  firm.  Merwin  who  retired 
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in  1907  died  March  27,  1909.  The  company’s  last  sale  was  in  June  1912.  In  the  autumn  of  1913  the  Merwin 
Sales  Company  was  formed  by  a  new  group.  Soon  after  the  new  firm’s  final  sale  on  March  26,  1915,  they  were 
taken  over  by  Anderson  Auction  Company.  Merwin-Clayton  was  a  general  auction  firm  who  generally 
featured  a  variety  of  material  in  their  603  sales  conducted  in  less  than  11  years:  antiques,  books,  documents, 
antiquities,  autographs,  weapons,  and  relics  in  addition  to  numismatic  items. 

Each  small  format  card  covered  sale  has  a  vertical  bisecting  fold  from  being  mailed.  The  contents  are 
generally  clean  and  Fine.

CHARLES  STEIGERWALT,  born  in  1858,  belonged  to  the  second  generation  of  nineteenth  century  American 
numismatic  dealers.  Doing  business  in  Lancaster,  Pennsylvania  from  1881,  he  also  was  the  first  career  dealer 
who  lived  outside  the  major  eastern  cities.  His  success  was  based  upon  developing  an  extensive  mail  order 
business  through  which  he  conducted  auction  sales.  He  also  issued  fixed  price  lists  and  important 
periodicals,  such  as  Steigerwalt’s  Coin  Journal  and  The  Curio.  Among  his  specialties  were  large  cents  and 
colonial  currency.  Despite  his  varied  activities,  how  much  of  his  output  has  survived?  '...there’s  darned  little 
Steigerwalt  material  to  go  around  nowadays.'  (Adams,  p.  106.)  Regarding  the  following  Steigerwalt  auction

WILLIAM  HARVEY  STROBRIDGE  moved  from  Baltimore  to  New  York  after  the  start  of  the  Civil  War  or, 
depending  on  your  choice,  the  War  between  the  States.  His  congenial  nature  combined  with  his  scholarly 
knowledge  of  classical  and  European  numismatics  quickly  moved  him  to  the  forefront  of  19th  century 
,  merlcan  numismatics.  Because  of  his  vast  knowledge  of  all  collectibles,  Attinelli  referred  to  him  as  an 
antiquary  .  (p.  25)  Within  a  year  of  his  relocation,  he  conducted  the  important  William  Lilliendahl  sale.  John 
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Adorns  calls  the  29  Strobridge  numismatic  catalogues  'superb*  and  'unsurpassed  in  quality  of  content.'  (p 
36)  Iragically  Strobridge  began  to  go  blind  while  cataloguing  the  legendary  Stenz  sale  in  1875.  Despite 
living  for  another  20  years,  his  affliction  forced  him  to  discontinue  his  business  in  early  in  1878  His  son 
I  .K.,  tried  to  continue  the  business  conducting  eight  sales  from  June  1878  to  December  1879.

The  catalogues  of  WILLIAM  ELLIOT  WOODWARD  'taken  as  a  whole,  stand  above  all  the  other  according  to 
John  Adams.  Essential  references  for  collectors  of  colonials,  Washingtoma  and  medals,  The  Woodward 
series  offers  more  than  just  longevity,  dignity ,  numismatic  content  and  knowledge.  It  is  also  an  informal 
history  of  the  hobby...”  (fens,  p.  26).  Adams  indicated  that  there  supposedly  were  six  complete  sets  known 
of  the  111  catalogues  in  the  Woodward  series,  but  that  he  only  knew  of  two  A  note:  in  John  Adams  book, 
each  cataloguer’s  section  is  preceded  by  a  drawing  of  him.  It  is  noteworthy  that  Woodwards  section  is 
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preceded  by  a  drawing  of  Joseph  Mickley  (This  was  pointed  out  to  me  by  Scott  P.  Rubin).  Evidently,  no 
pictures  of  Woodward  are  known. 

Woodward  catalogues  generally  come  with  the  edges  untrimmed  The  outer  margins  are  all  larger  than  the 
gutter  margins  as  it  was  expected  that  serious  collectors  would  have  their  bookbinders  trim  the  oversized 
outer  margins  when  the  sale  was  bound  in  fine  leather.  Consequently,  the  fore  edges  of  Woodward  sales  can 
generally  be  expected  to  show  soiling  or  slight  chipping.  One  can  assume  the  covers  to  be  soiled,  slightly 
chipped  at  the  spine,  but  with  Fine  contents.

The  first  edition  of  NEWCOMB’S  1944  UNITED  STATES  COPPER  CENTS  1816-1857  was  produced  in  three 
formats,  the  regular  maroon  clothbound  edition,  a  deluxe  edition  bound  in  red  morocco  with  thicker  paper  and 
a  deluxe  edition  bound  in  red  morocco  with  regular  paper.  The  regular,  or  thin  paper  edition  was  produced  as 
a  result  of  the  wartime  restrictions  on  paper  use.  There  have  been  varying  quantities  listed  of  the  actual 
number  of  copies  produced  of  each  variety.  Between  750  and  1000  copies  of  the  regular  edition,  between  75 
and  100  copies  of  the  deluxe  edition  on  thick  paper,  and  between  50  and  75  of  the  deluxe  edition  on  thin  paper 
were  produced.  Although  the  deluxe  edition  with  thin  paper  is  considered  to  be  the  rarer,  the  deluxe  edition 
with  thick  paper  has  tended  to  be  the  more  sought  after.  It  is  quite  a  special  opportunity  to  have  all  three 
varieties  offered  at  the  same  time.

THE  NUMISMATIC  SOCIETY  OF  PHILADELPHIA  was  the  first  numismatic  society  formed  in  the  United  States. 
Nine  men  attended  the  first  organizational  meeting  was  held  on  December  27,  1857:  Arthur  G.  Coffin,  Joseph 
Mickley,  William  S.  Vaux,  John  Bohlen,  Mark  Collet,  J.  Ledyard  Hodge,  Samuel  H.  Fulton,  Montgomery  L. 
Frederick,  and  Alfred  B.  Taylor.  The  society  was  formally  instituted  on  January  1,  1858  receiving  a  charter 
from  Pennsylvania  on  February  19,  1858.  [On  the  other  hand,  the  American  Numismatic  Society’s  first 
meeting  was  not  held  until  March  1858].  Because  the  "general  interest  in  numismatics  was  not  sufficient  to 
keep  [the  Society]  in  a  prosperous  condition',  on  March  3,  1865  the  name  was  changed  to  the  Numismatic  and 
Antiquarian  Society  of  Philadelphia. 


The  'Proceedings'  are  generally  octavo  with  printed  paper  or  card  covers  with  the  neat  embossed 
blindstamps  of  the  Essex  Institute.  Long  runs  of  this  journal  are  most  infrequently  offered.  The  estimates 
listed  on  the  'Proceedings'  are  quite  arbitrary  due  to  how  rarely  these  appear  in  the  numismatic  marketplace.

The  balance  of  the  volume  consists  of  8  papers 
read  before  the  society.  The  numismatic  papers  are:  "Some  Observations  on  Early  Currency  of  Maryland"  by  Henry  Phillips. 

Jr  "The  Pleasures  of  Numismatic  Science"  also  by  Phillips,  and  "A  Historical  Sketch  of  the  National  Medals  Issued 
Pursuant  to  Resolution  of  Congress  1776  -  1815"  by  Charles  H.  Hart.  Each  of  the  monographs  have  separate  title  pages  for 
being  bound  separately. 

Members  of  the  society  by  this  time  included  Joseph  Mickley  (President  -  who  was  in  fact  the  Society  s  first 
President).

Most  of  the  catalogues  in  this  section  are  not  being  offered  in  the  grouping  of  John  Adams’  catalogues 
directly  preceding  this.  Where  there  is  duplication,  these  will  tend  to  be  in  different  condition,  or  they  will 
generally  be  different  editions,  such  as  being  priced  or  named. 

The  catalogues  SAMUEL  AND  HENRY  CHAPMAN,  America’s  first  career  numismatists,  tend  to  have  the 
reputation  of  being  the  Cadillacs  of  the  early  American  series  due  to  the  extensive  descriptive  text  within 
the  catalogues,  the  quantity  of  important  sales  which  they  conducted,  and  the  impressive  presentations  of 
their  catalogues  -  the  classic  large  format  sales,  and  the  impressive  plated  sales  both  in  large  and  small 
format.  The  Chapman  sales,  conducted  during  their  partnership  from  1879  to  1906  and  throughout  the  period 
afterward  when  they  conducted  sales  separately,  give  an  important  overview  of  American  numismatic  history 
from  the  period  following  the  beginnings  by  the  American  numismatic  pioneers  into  its  maturity  until  the 
Great  Depression. 


Most  of  the  following  sales  are  those  of  Henry  Chapman,  who  issued  51  sales.  It  is  worthwhile  to  note  that 
Henry  tended  to  grade  more  conservatively  than  Samuel. 

The  aging  of  the  covers  of  Chapman  sales  must  be  mentioned.  Although  their  catalogues  were  issued  with 
white  card  covers  and  gilt  print,  the  covers  have  tended  to  discolor  quite  easily.  Consequently,  when  the 
catalogue  conditions  are  listed,  unusual  aging  or  lack  thereof  will  be  mentioned.  The  contents  tend  to  be 
quite  nice  because  of  the  better  quality  of  the  paper  which  was  used.

Offered  below  are  a  few  important,  early  volumes  of  AMERICAN  JOURNAL  OF  NUMISMATICS.  The  following 
information  about  the  AJN  is  taken  from  this  cataloguer’s  introduction  to  Remv  Bourne’s  THE  AMFRIC AN 
NUMISMATIC  PERIODICAL  FROM  1860  TO  I960,  AN  ILLUSTRATED  CHECKLIST' This ml«nin«„7  ,„k  .hich 
we  will  be  offering  exclusively  late  this  summer,  promises  to  be  Remy’s  'Magnum  Opus'. 


On  March  8,  1866  at  the  meeting  of  the  American  Numismatic  &  Archaeological  Society  (ANAS)Joseph  Levick 
proposed  the  creation  of  an  American  numismatic  periodical  equal  to  the  quality  of  the  European  journals. 
The  ANAS  [Note:  the  ANS  was  renamed  the  ANAS  after  the  Civil  War  keeping  the  name  until  1908  when  it 
resumed  being  called  the  ANS]  appointed  a  publication  committee  of  Joseph  Levick,  Isaac  Wood,  George  H. 
Perine,  Frank  H.  Norton  and  Reverend  William  W.  Seymour.  Because  there  was  doubt  about  the  prospects  for 
the  financial  success  of  a  journal,  the  ANAS  adopted  measures  to  subsidize  the  first  year  of  the  project. 
Finally,  near  the  end  of  May  1866  the  first  issue  of  the  first  major  American  numismatic  periodical  appeared 
-  Volume  I,  Number  1  of  the  American  Journal  of  Numismatics  and  Bulletin  of  the  American  Numismatic  & 
Archaeological  Society.  (Howard  L.  Adelson,  The ^American  Numismatic  Society  1958,  p.  56).  At  the  very 
beginning  of  the  first  issue  wh ich  consisted  ~oT  8  pages  a  statement  appeared  summarizing  the  state  of 
numismatic  communication  in  America  as  the  time: 


It  is  certainly  a  matter  of  some  surprise,  taking  into  consideration  the  extent  of  the  interests 
involved,  that  the  subjects  of  Numismatics  and  Archaeology  have,  until  the  present  time,  existed  in 
this  country  without  an  organ  or  means  of  introduction  to  the  public,  or  to  those  persons  who  make 
their  study  a  specialty. 

...  the  only  means  for  instruction,  for  the  spread  of  information,  or  for  the  advancement  of  these 
sciences,  in  a  literary  point  of  view,  has  been  an  occasional  paragraph  in  a  weekly  paper,  or  an  account 
of  some  coins  sale,  or  the  discovery  of  an  ancient  relic,  transiently  made  public  in  the  newspapers  and 
perhaps  cut  out  and  preserved  by  interested  collectors. 

...  and  all  this  time  there  has  been  no  publication  attempted  which ,  besides  being  of  historical  value, 
should  act  as  a  check  upon  all  nefarious  and  improper  acts,  either  in  the  manufacture,  collection,  or  sale 
of  coins  and  medals. 


...  with  the  hope  that  ...  it  [The  AJN ]  may  in  time  become  a  useful  and  valuable  adjunct  to  historical 
and  scientific  literature,  (p.  1) 


The  first  issue  also  contained  'transactions'  [summaries]  of  the  meetings  of  the  ANAS,  the  Boston 
Numismatic  Society,  and  the  New  England  Numismatic  and  Antiquarian  Society:  also  featured  was  a 
descriptive  column  accompanied  by  a  woodcut  of  a  'Sommer  Islands'  piece;  a  proposal  for  the  striking  of  a 
memorial  Lincoln  medal;  'Numismatics  and  Archaeology  Considered  as  Aids  to  History',  a  paper  read  before 
the  March  8,  1866  ANAS  by  Frank  Norton,  President.  The  6  display  ads  on  the  last  page  were  exclusively 
from  advertisers  in  New  York,  Boston,  and  Worcester,  Massachusetts. 


It  has  been  estimated  that  between  150  and  200  copies  of  the  first  issue  were  produced  with  Adelson  noting 
that  in  1867  circulation  of  the  AJN  had  been  less  than  100.  (p.  61)  Soon  after,  the  issues  began  to  include 
accounts  of  auction  sales,  accounts  of  the  legislation  authorizing  new  coinage,  correspondence,  and  lists  of 
coin  catalogues  [the  source  of  much  of  Attinelli’s  data]  and  coins  and  tokens.  By  the  eighth  issue,  December 
1866,  the  expanding  horizons  of  the  American  numismatic  world  appeared  with  2  articles  'Numismatics  in 
Indiana"  and  "Numismatics  in  California". 


Unfortunately  the  AJN  was  notan  immediate  financial  success.  In  fact  from  1870  to  1908,  the  publication  of 
the  AJN  was  taken  over  by  the  Boston  Numismatic  Society.  However,  the  importance  of  this  estimable 
journal  which  ran  in  53  volumes  through  1924  was  quite  accurately  stated  in  a  history  of  the  Journal  written 
in  Volume  XLI,  "The  history  of  the  Journal,  if  it  could  be  given  in  detail,  would  be  a  history  of  American 
numismatics."

As  noted  above,  Volume  I  is  historically  and  numisroatically  significant.  The  complete  first  volume  is  quite  scarce, 
especially  with  all  the  covers  present.  Again,  only  between  150  and  250  of  the  various  individual  issues  were  printed. 

As  with  nearly  all  nineteenth  century  American  catalogues  and  periodicals,  the  covers  were  flimsy  as  it  was  expected  that 
the  owner  would  have  his  important  catalogues  or  journals  rebound,  probably  in  three  quarter  leather.  As  the  contents  of 
the  issues  are  not  fragile,  they  can  be  quite  safely  used  (and  should  be  read)  However,  if  the  purchaser  of  these  issues 
would  have  them  bound  attractively,  he  would  have  truly  have  a  treasure.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  Volume  I  of  the 
NUMISMATIST  (which  was  introduced  22  years  later),  was  printed  in  similar  quantities,  each  issue  having  a  print  run  of 
approximately  200,  quite  similar  to  the  AJN.  Yet  Volume  I  of  the  NUMISMATIST  in  similar  condition  to  this  lot  would  sell 
for  about  12500.

The  August  1869  issue  contains  the  rare  "Hall"  photographic  plate  accompanying  the  article  "Devices  on  United  States 
Coins  and  Pattern  Pieces".  The  April  1870  issue  contains  a  4  page  index  to  the  first  four  volumes  of  the  AJN  The  April 
1870  issue  was  the  last  to  be  published  by  the  ANS  until  1908  because  of  the  financial  losses  the  society  incurred  from 
the  AJN.  The  Boston  Numismatic  Society  took  over  the  AJN  until  1908  publishing  it  as  a  quarterly. 

Other  highlights  include  a  review  of  Cogan  s  1869  Mackenzie  sale;  "Medals  and  Jetons  of  Numismatists";  a  detailed 
review  of  Marls  1869  Varieties  of  the  Copper  Issue  of  the  United  States  Mint  in  the  Year  1794,  and  later  a  review  of  the 
1870  2nd  edition;  Sylvester  Crosby  about  early  American  coinage  and  1793  cents;  a  letter  from  John  Swan  Randall 
explaining  the  origins  of  the  "Randall"  hoard  of  large  cents;  a  descriptive  listing  by  Levick  of  56  of  his  Hard  Times 
tokens.

A  mailing  promoting  the  sale  of  his  type  collection  which  was  held  the  following  month.  Haseltine  wrote  that  he  had 
formed  his  "type"  collection  of  dollars,  half  dollars,  and  quarters  during  the  preceding  six  years  He  indicated  that  he 
was  going  to  charge  50  cents  for  this  catalogue  as  "recompense  for  all  ray  labor  and  research."  Remember  that  at  that  time 
catalogues  were  mostly  distributed  for  a  dime  or  less.  One  could  obtain  post-sale  priced  copies  of  most  auction 
catalogues  for  a  quarter.  Thus,  50  cents  for  a  catalogue  would  be  equivalent  to  about  140.00  today  However,  he 
presciently  added: 


I  have  therefore  determined  to  charge  a  nominal  amount  for  the  catalogue  which  I  think  numismatists  will  not  object 
to  paying  when  they  consider  that  I  am  actually  giving  a  work  to  the  public  which  will  in  some  measure  be  a  standard 
for  varieties  of  these  coins,  filling  the  place  of  a  book  which  if  I  had  issued  it  would  have  cost  at  least  from 
three  dollars  to  five  dollars  a  copy. 

A  price  list  for  various  formats  of  HASELTINE' S  TYPE  TABLE  CATALOGUE  is  listed  at  the  bottom:  Paper  cover  (with  a 
post-sale  printed  Prl.)  for  50  cents,  a  post-sale  copy  with  thick  tinted  paper  and  bound  in  cloth  for  12  .00.  Quite  scarce 
and  numisraatically  important.

Frossard  s  NUM1SMA,  he  wrote,  "...  the  lucky  discoverer  of  the  1-10  mark  or  silver 
cent  is  Mr.  W.E  Woodward,  who  thus  again  brings  his  name  prominently  before  American  numismatists  and  proves  himself  the 
most  fortunate  as  well  as  the  most  enterprisiog  (sic)  of  our  coin  dealers.  Mr.  Woodward  obtained  this  coin  Indirectly 
from  Scotland,  where,  neglected  of  (sic)  not  quite  forgotten,  it  had,  for  many  years,  formed  part  of  a  small  collection."

In  the  May  issue  he  added,  "In  the  Addenda  of  the  catalogue  was  offered  the  now  famous  unique  pattern  silver  cent  or 
bit  of  1783,  described  in  the  last  issue  of  this  paper.  To  the  general  surprise  this  valuable  and  highly  interesting  coin 
was  withdrawn  for  want  of  an  offer."  (pp.  6  &  7) 

The  Mark  (1000  units)  and  2  Quints  (500  units)  were  in  already  Parroelee  s  collection.  An  extensive  amount  of 
important  text  about  this  and  the  other  patterns  is  included.

The  other  items  listed  in  the  addenda  were  an  1851  dollar,  an  1852  dollar,  an  original  1847  proof  half  cent  about 
which  some  interesting  observations  are  made,  and  3  lots  of  Swedish  plate  money.  This  is  a  nice,  clean,  defect-free  copy 
of  a  rare  and  numismatically  important  addenda.

A.N.A.  MEMORABILIA 


Pre-1950  material  associated  with  the  A.N.A.  and  the  NUMISMATIST  has  been  quite  enthusiastically  sought 
for  the  last  few  years  as  increasing  numbers  of  collectors  have  discovered  the  richness  of  the  field  and  the 
elusiveness  of  much  of  the  material.  Also,  with  the  centennial  convention  of  the  A.N.A.  in  Chicago  next  year, 
the  number  of  those  who  are  pursuing  these  items  has  increased  noticeably.  Nancy  Green,  the  estimable 
A.N.A.  librarian,  has  indicated  that  even  the  A.N.A.  lacks  a  great  deal  of  its  own  material  prior  to  1950. 
Indicators  of  the  strength  of  the  material  can  be  found  in  the  following  examples  from  Hank  Spangenberger’s 
consignment  in  our  seventh  sale.  The  rare  convention  program  from  the  1916  A.N.A.  convention  in  Baltimore 
brought  $675.  The  1913  and  1917  A.N.A.  membership  lists  brought  over  $300  each.  Further,  in  our  sixth  sale 
we  offered  an  excellent  copy  of  the  1910  ANA  Yearbook  which  brought  over  $500. 


Offered  below  are  rare,  early  A.N.A.  badges,  ribbons,  and  medals.  Also  included  are  official  A.N.A. 
photographs  and  some  A.N.A.  convention  ephemera.  This  material  comes  to  the  marketplace  quite  rarely, 
especially  in  any  quantity.  Hank  Spangenberger,  an  expert,  dealer,  and  writer  about  collectible  American 
numismatic  ephemera,  was  the  Historian  of  the  A.N.A.  for  many  years.  Consequently,  he  has  a  special 
interest  and  knowledge  about  A.N.A.  material.  The  material  offered  below  is  listed  chronologically.

In  our  previous  sale,  we  offered  the  official  1933  convention  medal  and  Henri  Rlpstra's  original  drawing  for  the 
medal  in  one  lot.  The  two  items  sold  for  f  110 . 00  Mr.  Spangenberger  notes  that  these  two  brass  badges  were  also  from  the 
Ripstra  estate.  These  brass  badges  were  used  by  the  hosts,  guides,  and  judges  from  the  Chicago  coin  club.  No  estimate  of 
the  quantity  produced  of  these  badges  exists.  The  central  area  of  the  brass  nameplate  is  blank.  The  wearer's  name  would 
be  affixed  to  this  area  by  folding  the  protruding  tabs  on  the  end  of  the  medal  over  a  small  card  name  label,  as  was  done 
on  the  1938  A.N.A.  medal  offered  below.  The  surfaces  of  these  two  items  indicate  that  nothing  has  been  attached  to  these 
nameplates  as  the  tabs  have  never  been  bent.

With  the  exception  of  what  appears  to  be  some  dusty  areas  on  the  reverse 
of  the  ribbon,  we  would  estimate  that  this  ribbon  is  EF-AU.

Dr.  Muscalus  monographs  about  paper  money  have  been  extremely  valuable  sources  of  information  since  his  first 
article  appeared  in  the  April  1935  issue  of  the  NUMISMATIST.  Each  monograph  is  devoted  to  one  thematic  aspect  of 
currency  such  as  AN  INDEX  OF  STATE  BANK  NOTES  THAT  ILLUSTRATE  PRESIDENTS  written  in  1939,  A  BIBLIOGRAPHY  OF  OF  HISTORIES 
OF  SPECIFIC  BANKS  written  in  1942,  and  PORTRAITS  OF  ELIAS  B0UDIN0T  ON  PAPER  MONEY  written  in  1969. 

His  individual  monographs  deal  with  a  variety  of  themes:  religious  figures,  famous  Americans,  famous  writers, 
famous  paintings,  scrip,  ships,  railroads,  ad  infinitum.  In  the  Winter  1989  issue  of  THE  ASYLUM,  The  Quarterly  Journal  of 
the  Numismatic  Bibliomania  Society,  Ray  Bisordi  s  definitive  bibliography,  "The  Works  of  John  Muscalus"  was  published. 
[If  you  are  not  a  member  of  the  NBS,  you  are  missing  a  lot  of  similarly  valuable  articles.  By  the  way,  the  President  of 
the  NBS  is  a  wonderful  human  being  and  a  snappy  dresser.]  Dr.  Muscalus  published  82  titles  from  1935  to  1978,  several 
appearing  in  the  NUMISMATIST,  the  NUMISMATIC  SCRAPBOOK,  and  the  COIN  COLLECTOR  S  JOURNAL.  He  published  20  monographs  from 
1935  to  1949,  of  which  7  are  offered  here.  3  more  were  published  in  1951  and  1959.  He,  then,  became  more  active 
publishing  57  monographs  from  1964  to  1978,  of  which  47  are  offered  in  this  group. 

Although  the  individual  monographs  are  in  a  variety  of  sizes,  they  tend  to  be  octavo  with  card  covers  and 
well-illustrated.  Each  consists  of  from  4  to  40  pages,  generally  averaging  about  10  pages.  This  is  an  extraordinary 
opportunity  to  acquire  a  majority  of  these  titles  which  rarely  appear  in  any  significant  quantity.  These  are  nice,  clean 
copies  which  came  from  the  Muscalus  estate.

During  the  time  that  Dave  Bowers  was  doing  business  as  Hathaway  and  Bowers,  Jim  Ruddy  was  operating 
a  numismatic  firm  in  Hollywood.  These  lists  are  quite  similar  in  concept  and  appearance  with  the  EMPIRE 
TOPICS  lists  that  Bowers  and  Ruddy  issued  through  their  Empire  Coin  Company  in  the  early  1960’s.  RUDDY’S 
REVIEW  is  so  scarce  that  few  collectors  of  numismatic  literature  are  even  aware  of  its  existence.  Quite 
obviously  few  collectors,  even  many  advanced  collectors,  have  ever  seen  even  one  single  issue. 

1.  ISSUE  NO.  1.  Feb  -  Mar  1970.  [16]  pp.  Ills.  VF  .  The  cover  page  begins  with  "Welcome  to  our  first  issue  of 

Ruddy  s  Review."  Also  on  the  same  page:  an  announcement,  with  picture,  of  John  Murbach  s  joining  Ruddy  s  staff; 

"We  announce  with  pride  the  discovery  of  a  new  OYerdate  Indian  cent  -  1888/7".  The  remaining  fifteen  pages  offer 
coins  at  fixed  prices:  2  pages  of  colonials,  an  EF  1793  half  cent,  a  "Gem  EF"  1793  wreath  cent,  the  “finest 

obtainable"  gem  BU  1955/55  cent,  1792  half  disrae,  nice  "small  eagle  half  dimes",  "choice  BU  1818  quarter',  "Gem 

BU"  1813  half  dollar  with  "UNI"  inverted  under  the  50c,  1885  proof  120.00,  5  19th  century  proof  transitional 
coins . 

2.  ISSUE  NO.  2.  Apr.  -  May  1970.  16  pp.  Ills  An  insignificant  vertical  bisecting  fold,  two  small  spots  of 

discoloration  on  the  back  cover  mentioned  only  to  be  precise,  else  VF .  The  coyer  page  asked  15.00  for  an  annual 
subscription  to  the  "Review"  and  announced  that  the  first  quarter  of  1970  “broke  all  records  in  rare  coin  sales 
for  us."  Page  8  consists  of  unsolicited  testimonials.  The  offerings  include  an  AU  1793  (G-4)  half  cent,  an  unc 
1813  large  cent,  gem  1807  dime,  gem  BU  1797  bust  dollar,  2  Gobrecht  dollars,  1858  proof  dollar,  1907  "High 
Relief"  120.00,  1884  proof  set. 

3.  ISSUE  NO.  3,  July  1970.  16  pp.  Ills  The  slightest  rust  on  staples,  else  VF .  The  cover  page  announces  that 

they  have  begun  to  accept  Master  Charge .  Also  discussed  was  how  investors  had  been  losing  billions  in  the  stock 

market  and  that  many  were  now  investing  in  coins.  Offerings  include  a  VF-EF  1793  S- 10  wreath  cent,  EF  1797  half 
dime,  1836  gem  dime,  1823/2  quarter,  and  an  1865-S  over  inverted  186  f 10 . 00 .  A  special  feature  was  the  offering 
of  superb  half  dollars  with  choice  BUs  including  1808,  1813,  a  gem  BU  1823,  a  cameo  gem  BU  1824,  a  "spectacular" 
gem  BU  1837,  and  numerous  choice  and  gem  seated  halves.  Also  a  Pan-Pac  set  in  the  original  copper  frame. 

4.  ISSUE  NO.  4.  October  -  November  1970.  32  pp.  Ills.  But  for  an  insignificant  vertical  cover  fold,  VF  This 

issue  was  produced  on  glossy  stock.  The  cover  announces  the  publication  of  Ruddy  s  classic  PHOTOGRADE  giving 
background  on  its  production  Highlights:  "I  am  proud  to  offer  for  the  first  time  in  my  16  year  numismatic 
career,  the  extremely  rare  Willow  Tree  shilling”,  1652  transitional  Oak  Tree  threepence  (Noe  27/26,  4  known),  a 
16  piece  lot  of  Voce  Populi  colonials,  3  illustrated  1793  chain  cents,  and  2  illustrated  1793  wreath  cents,  unc 
1798,  and  VG  illustrated  1799  cent.  Also  offered  were  an  EF  illustrated  1794  half,  an  AU  1795  half,  an  EF 
illustrated  1805  half.  Featured  were  a  collection  of  230  different  Connecticut  cents  for  19950,  and  a  collection 
of  36  different  Ryder  variety  Vermont  coppers  -  "the  finest  collection  ever  offered  for  sale"  and  “the  most 
complete  set  ever  assembled"  -  missing  only  R- 32  and  R-34.  Another  special  was  "the  only  complete  [Gera  BU]  set 
of  dates  and  overdates  Flying  Eagle  and  Indian  cents  available  in  the  world"  for  112,950. 

We  can  find  no  previous  sales  record  for  Issue  number  1.  We  can  find  records  for  only  six  individual  issues  of  the 

Ruddy  Review  ever  having  been  sold,  the  most  recent  being  a  Fine  copy  of  Issue  No.  2  which  sold  in  George  Kolbe  s  February 

1990  sale,  lot  533,  for  >110  on  a  >75  estimate. 

We  must  emphasize  that  not  only  are  we  unaware  of  any  public  offering  of  a  complete  set  of  Ruddy  Reviews,  but  also 
that  this  is  only  the  second  complete  set  that  we  have  heard  of  -  period.  That  other  set  resides  in  a  private  collection. 
Of  course,  one  would  expect  that  some  other  sets  must  exist.  However,  as  nearly  all  numismatic  bibliophiles  have  for  some 
time  been'  quite  aware  of  the  incredible  popularity  of  rare  Bowers  and  Ruddy  material,  one  would  expect  that  other  sets 
would  have  appeared  in  the  marketplace  (or  would  have  been  mentioned  on  the  bibliophilic  grapevine)  long  before  this  one. 

Quite  obviously  this  is  a  most  special  opportunity  as  this  is  not  only  the  first  opportunity  to  acquire  a  nice,  complete 

set  of  RUDDT  S  REVIEW,  but  also  that  this  may  be  the  only  opportunity  one  will  have  for  a  long  time.

The  probable  reason  why  this  item  has  never  previously  been  offered  is  that  it  was  distributed  exclusively  in 
England.  During  the  early  sixties  Empire  Coin  Company,  then  the  name  of  the  Bowers  and  Ruddy  firm,  featured  excellent 
English  coinage  -  for  example  the  unique  1954  English  penny.  This  buying  guide  was  one  of  the  approaches  they  used  to 
obtain  those  superb  coins. 

All  responses  were  to  be  sent  to  Empire  Coin  Company,  BCM/Emplrecoin,  London,  W.  C.  1,  England.  This  buying  guide 
illustrated  various  English  coins  from  1797  onward,  listing  buying  prices  for  key  date  coins  in  all  series  from  farthings 
to  crowns.  The  U.S.  section  listed  buy  prices  in  4  grades  for  rare  date,  key  date,  and  type  coins  from  half  cents  to 
gold.  Another  briefer  section  offers  to  buy  rare  and  key  date  Canadian  coinage  in  3  grades  from  1858.  Empire  Introduced 
themselves  as  'one  of  the  world  s  largest  dealers  in  old  and  rare  coins'  and  "Empire  Coin  Company  s  International 
headquarters  are  in  the  modern  Empire  Building  located  in  Johnson  City,  New  York,  USA.' 

Thus,  this  is  a  special  opportunity  to  acquire  a  grand  rarity.  We  are  unaware  of  the  current  existence  of  any  other 
copies  of  this  guide.  Neither  the  advanced  collectors  whom  we  have  contacted,  nor  the  collectors  of  Bowers  rarities  had 
ever  heard  of  this  item.  This  is  not  to  say  that  no  other  copies  exist,  but  rather  that  none  of  the  most  informed  had  any 
knowledge  of  this  piece.  A  major  part  of  the  excitement  of  numismatic  literature  is  coming  across  the  previously  unknown.

This  beautiful  collection  will  not  be  advertised 

publicly  until  about  July  10,  1970."  This  one  page  mailing  lists  over  250  "choice"  proof  singles  from  1858  to  1916.  The 

Introductory  section  contains  a  facsimile  signature  of  QDB .  The  highlights  are  the  nearly  complete  proof  cents  from  1859 
to  1877,  an  1877  proof  nickel  3  cent  piece,  an  1867  with  rays  proof  nickel  for  13295,  1864  half  dime,  1873  with  arrows  and 

1873  without  arrows  dimes,  1858  quarter,  1873  with  arrows  and  1874  proof  half,  and  1856  to  1858  proof  dollars.  To  put 

this  list  in  a  frame  of  reference,  the  Hathaway  and  Bowers  Rare  Coin  Review  Volume  III,  Number  5  was  dated  May  1970  with 
Volume  III,  Number  6  being  dated  July  1970.  These  specially  targeted  mailings  have  always  tended  to  have  been  sent  out  in 
quite  limited  numbers.  We  are  unaware  any  previous  offering  of  this  item.

The  Hathaway  and  Bowers  series  of  CHOICE  AND  DESIRABLE  COINS  (Numbers  3-6)  and  RARE  COINS  (Numbers  7  &  8)  were  the 
forerunners  of  the  Bowers  and  Ruddy  RARE  COIN  REVIEWS.  The  earliest  issue  of  the  Hathaway  and  Bowers  series  was  generally 
thought  to  be  Volume  III,  Number  3.  While  the  individual  issues  of  CHOICE  AND  DESIRABLE  COINS  and  RARE  COINS  Issues  are 
somewhat  scarce,  with  some  patience  one  can  assemble  a  complete  set.  In  fact  we  offer  a  complete  set  elsewhere  in  this 
sale.  However,  for  many  years,  as  no  earlier  numbers  in  the  series  turned  up,  most  collectors  tended  to  believe  that 
Volume  III,  Number  3  was  the  first  issue  in  the  series,  and  that  issues  One  and  Two  may  never  have  been  issued, 
inai  In  Cal  Wllson  s  sale  18  (June  4-  1988 ) ,  however,  a  copy  of  Hathaway  and  Bowers  Catalogue  Number  One  was  offered  (Lot 
208)  -  apparently  the  first  copy  ever  to  appear  for  sale  to  the  public.  [We  might  also  mention  that  H  &  B  list  Number  Two 
was  offered  in  the  following  lot].  In  the  sale  catalogue,  this  copy  was  not  given  significant  special  mention, 

consequently,  it  was  quite  easy  to  overlook.  In  fact,  we  overlooked  it.  Soon  after  the  sale  closed,  we  contacted  Rick 

Bagg  at  Bowers  and  Merena  to  see  if  he  could  provide  any  information  about  this  item  as  Rick  is  most  knowledgeable  about 
Bowers  literature  Rick  indicated  that  Lists  One  and  Two  were  issued,  but  that  they  are  quite  rare  today.  We  contacted 
other  advanced  collectors  to  see  who  else  had  copies  of  this  rare  issue.  Other  than  the  copy  offered  by  Wilson  (We  do  not 
Know  who  obtained  this  copy,  or  how  much  it  brought)  and  the  copy  being  offered  here,  we  have  been  able  to  account  for 
only  two  other  copies  of  Catalogue  One.  The  owner  of  one  of  other  copies  has  Indicated  that  he  has  no  intention  to  sell 
his  copy  for  many  years.  The  fourth  copy  is  in  a  reference  library  and,  thus,  is  not  likely  to  be  deaccessioned .

Featured  are  some  rare 
patterns:  1838  pattern  half  dollar  by  Gobrecht,  1879  and  1880  goloid  dollars,  and  an  unique  A-W  240  trial  piece  in  brass 
of  the  seated  liberty  quarter  by  Gobrecht.  Also  offered  are  some  nice  large  cents  and  barber  coinage.  This  is  only  the 
second  copy  of  this  list  that  we  have  offered. 

In  our  previous  sale,  the  copy  we  offered  brought  very  heavy  bidding,  seemingly  by  everyone  in  the  Western 

Hemisphere.  It  finally  sold  for  *575  (a  bid  that  was  in  fact  reduced)  on  a  *175  estimate.  While  the  copy  we  are  offering 

here  is  not  in  Very  fine  condition  as  was  the  other,  it  is  still  a  most  satisfactory  copy,  free  from  any  noteworthy 

defects.  Rare  and  obviously  eagerly  sought.  Again,  this  is  from  the  library  of  P.  Scott  Rubin.

The  sales  of  M.H.  BOLENDER  comprised  the  offerings  of  numerous  important  consignors  in  a  panoply  of 
areas  and  series.  Bolender’s  reputation  was  as  a  most  conservative  grader.  His  especially  noteworthy  sales 
include  numerous  offerings  from  Farouk  (paper  money  and  patterns),  some  important  large  cent  offerings 
(Young  and  Sternberg),  and  his  own  reference  collection  of  bust  dollars.  That  series  is  now  referred  to 
eponymously  (you  don’t  find  that  word  in  just  anybody’s  catalogue!)  because  of  his  standard  reference  The 
United  States  Silver  Dollars  from  1794  to  1803  which  he  published  in  1950.

Numismatic  Notes  and  Monographs  (NNMs)  were  first  issued  by  the  American  Numismatic  Society  in  1920.  In 
16mo  from  the  first  monograph  in  1921,  they  changed  to  octavo  starting  with  monograph  110  (Noe’s  Oak  Tree 
Coinage  of  Massachusetts).  All  have  tan  card  covers.  The  more  than  160  monographs  written  by  prominent 
numismatists  cover  the  full  range  of  numismatic  topics,  eras,  and  locales  although  there  is  a  heavy  emphasis 
on  ancient  coinage.  The  NNMs  below  are  each  Fine  or  better,  unless  noted.  Many  scarce  and  important 
monographs  are  included.  They  will  be  listed  in  emission  sequence. 

Many  of  the  small  sized  monographs  offered  below  have  ink  stamped  impressions  on  the  front  cover 
indicating  what  library  they  were  in  or  who  a  previous  owner  was.  We  will  note  which  ones  have  been 
stamped.  Generally  speaking  the  covers  are  slightly  soiled  or  dusty.  The  contents  are  clean,  sound,  and  VF.
